He was born in New York in 
1889, his career included 
newspaper work and service on the 
editérial staffs of encyclopedias 
and dictionaries. Among his pub- 
lished stories were “O'Malley of 
Shanganagh,” “Hangman’s House,” 
which recently was made into a 
motion picture, and “Brother 
Saul.”’ 

Byrne had gone for a drive 
alone in his car along the sea- 
coast near his Irish residence, 
Coolmain Castle, near Bandon. 
Subsequently he was found dead 
by. his secretary near the road 
where his automobile, which he 
had recently purchased, had upset. 

Byrne was Irish, but his novels 
won greater success in the United 
States than in the British Isles. He 
received his education in the Unit- 
ed States, Ireland, Germany and 
France. He was formerly on the 
staffs of the Brooklyn Daily Eagle 
and the New York ‘Sun. 

In late years he had lived chiefly 
on the continent and in the British 
Isles. He contributed short stories 
and serials to many of the promi- 
nent American and British maga- 
zines. For a time he was an exile 
from Ireland because of his po- 
litical activities. 

He recently made his home near 
“Hangman’s House,” which fig- 
ured in his novel of the same name. 
He was a great patron of sport and 
was an international amateur ath- 
lete of considerable renown.

Never Frightened and 
Would Gladly Attempt to 
Return to U. S. in Same 
Way, She Says, After 
Landing in Wales.

LONDON, June  19.— Amelia 
Earhart was too excited on the 


flight of the monoplane Friend- 
ship across the Atlantic to relieve 
Wilmer Stultz at the controls, it 
is related in an interview which 
the Daily Express says was ob- 
tained by its Burry Port corre- 
spondent from Miss Earhart at 
the Ashburnham Hotel in that 
town. 

The correspondent relates that 
Miss. Earhart was so tired she had 
difficulty in keeping her eyes open 
while she talked. She kept run- 
ning her fingers through her blond 
hair as she sat on the corner of a 
bed in her hotel room clad in the 
gray sweater, riding breeches and 
high boots which she had worn 
on the flight. 

After telling of the difficulties 
of the start and how the floats of 
the plane had been strained by 
the battering of the waves, Miss 
Earbardt is quoted as saying: 

Bad Weather All Night. 

“Once we were up, everything 
was all right. I spent most of 
the time in the rear cabin. It was 
cold there and when I got too cold 
I would go forward into the con- 
trol cabin and _ sit beside Mr. 
Stultz. He.navigated and flew the 
plane most of the way across, with 
just a little relief from Gordon. 

“Tl was too excited to do much 
more than think of crossing. 

“All through the night we were 
facing bad weather. There was 
fog and I did not see the sea for 
more than an hour at a time un- 
til we reached a point south of 
Ireland. We climbed and climbed 
to get above the fog and a good 
part of the way we were flying 
at 1100 feet. 

Relied on Magnetic Compass. 

“lI did not eat much, only two 
oranges and a few tablets of malt- 
ed milk. For other provisions we 
had aboard hot coffee, sandwiches, 
and pemmican. 

“Stultz stuck at the controls for 
practically the whole journey. He 
steered the course entirely by mag- 
netic compass because a. few hours 
after leaving our wireless apparatus 
went wrong in part We could 
receive, but could not send on it.

Southampton has welcome 
‘many famous visitors but none hs 
ever been given a more tremendous 
welcome than Miss Amelia Ear- 
hart and her two companions on 
their flight, Wilmer Stultz, the 
pilot, and Louis Gordon, mechanic. 

The big yellow bulk of the trans- 
Atlantic plane was first discerned 
over a misty squall above South- 
ampton water a few minutes after 
1 o'clock. For a moment the ma- 
chine appeared off its course, 
heading up the River Test, but its 
fast convoy of two airplanes set 
the craft on the right course again, 
and the Friendship came gracefui- 
ly to the surface at exactly 1:19 
o'clock, after a flight from Burry 
Port of 2 hours and 2 minutes. 

Towed to Landing Stage. 

As soon as the machine settled 
on the water, the side doors were 
opened and Gordon dropped to one 
of the pontoons, pulled out a cigar- 
ette and lighted it. Tow ropes were 
fastened to the plane and it was 
towed three-quarters of a mile to 
the landing stage of the Imperial 
Airways. 

A boat with Mrs. Frederick 
Guest, sponsor of the flight; Ray- 
mond Guest, her son; A. K. Mills 
of Boston and the correspondent 
for the Associated Press, tied -up 
alpngside the plane and brought 
the party ashore. After a rest here 
the flyers departed at 4 p. m. for 
London in automobiles. Miss Ear- 
hart reached her hotel in London 
at 6:20. 

Miss Earhart was taken off first. 
Mrs. Guest, sponsor of the flight, 
embraced her, and said: “Well 
dene, my girl.” :

‘up of six sticks of dynamite, taped 
together, and fitted with percus- 
‘sion cap and fuse.

Apparently the bomb was thrown 
at 9:39 p. m. Sunday. The womar 
who reported it told officers of 
'the cleaning company that she 
sizzling sound, as of a fuse burning, 
at that time.

The trial of Dr. Thomas S. Man-

Byrd, hero of one trans-Atlantic 
flight and of a flight to the North 
Pole, said last night. In a state- 
ment to the Associated. Press, Com- 
mander Byrd dwelt on the value 
of the multi-engined Planes’ for 
transoceanic flying. He said: 

“My heartiest and deepest con- 
Sratulations to Miss Earhart, 
Stultz and Gordon. They have done 
& great job. Nor do I want to for- 
get Mrs. Frederick Guest, their 
generous backer, and George Put- 
nam and Robert Elmer of Chicago, 
in charge of technical prepara- 
tions. They” should “get much 
credit. Preparations were most 
thorough and careful. 

This flight was no stunt, but a 
necessary pioneer effort. Equipped 
with floats, as the Friendship is, 
it is the next step. that had to be 
made to make trans-Atlantic com- 
mercial flying possible. 


Points to Lesson in Flight. 

“It is my fervent hope that this 
fine example of proper preparation 
will help to prevent a recurrence 
this summer of foolish unnecessary 
trans-oceanic flights in single-en- 
gined planes. 

“On account of the extraordinary 
emotion that has gripped the coun- 
try in connection with  trans- 
oceanic flights for many months, 
some of us have been carrying on 
a much handicapped fight to pre- 
vent foolish unprepared _ efforts. 
There has been little done or said 
by thé institutions and agencies 
that should have taken a firm 
stand in combating this emotion 
by tellimg the public the real facts 
about trans-oceanic flying, and so 
it has been extraordinarily difficult 
to get the facts to the public. All 
this hesitancy to tell the facts is 
more or less natural due to the 
flood of criticism that descends 
upon one who presumes to speak 
hard truths about the matter. 

“TI have high hopes that the 
‘flights of the Friendship and of 
‘the Southern Cross may bring the 
facts forcibly before the public so 
that the public, being better ‘in- 
formed, the force of its opinion will 
prevent tragedies from unwar- 
ranted trans-oceanic flights and 
compel the flyer to think before 
he hops. 

Three-Engined Planes Best. 

“The facts are these: Only a 
very small percentage of the un- 
prepared <- single-engined plane 
flights that started across the At- 
lantic ocean succeeded in crossing 
—most of them disappeared into 
the unknown without the slightest 
trace—whereas every one of the 
three-engined planes has been suc- 
‘cessful 100 per cent. The North 
Pole flight, the trans-Atlantic 
flight of the America, the Army’s 
flight to Hawaii, the flight to 
Australia, and now this flight to 
Europe. 

“If the engine of a single en 
gined plane keeps on going the 
pilot will cross the ocean. If it 
stops the plane will come down on 
the water. It must come down. All 
depends upon that‘ engine—it is 
what makes the difference between 
a dead pilot and a live hero. On 
the other hand, if one of the en- 
gines of the three-engined plane 
stops, the plane can fly with the 
remaining two engines and the 
mechanic can get out to the dis- 
abled engine and repair it in the 
air. Verey few of the single-en- 
gined planes have carried radio. In 
spite of their longer cruising radius 
which has been a big element of 
advantage in some people’s minds, 
the single-engined planes cannot 
afford to carry radio on account of 
the weight.

| Donald Thomas, 10 years old, 
'\Negro, was killed by lightning 
iwhen the storm struck at Colum- 
bus late yesterday. The storm then 
traveled eastward to the summer 
resort colony at Buckeye Lake near 
|Newark, where a tornado cut a 
(‘Swath about a city block wide for 
a distance of nearly four miles. 

Nearly a score of the summer 
'colony residents were injured when 
\their cottages were picked up and 
‘carried from 40 to 60. feet and 
overturned. Approximately 100 
‘cottages were damaged during the 
three minutes the storm was at 
its height. Loss was estimated at 
250,000. 

Several hours later a tornado

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FUNERAL SERVICES 
FOR JUDGE GRAVES 


Ceremony at Jefferson City 
Today—Burial in Butler, Mo., 
Tomorrow. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 19.— 
Several hundred persons assembled 
here this afternoon at the funeral 
of Supreme Judge Waller Wash- 
ington Graves, who died at his 
home here Sunday afternoon. 
The gathering was one of the 
largest of persons prominent in 
Missouri affairs ever assembled in 
the State Capital on such an oc- 
State officers, Judges, Con- 
gressmen, leaders of the bar 
throughout the State and political 
leaders of both the Democratic and 
Republican parties, mingled with 


the Judge's friends in private life, 


in the court room of Division No. 1 
of the Supreme Court, where the 
services were held. 

The casket was placed in front 
of the bench in Division No. 1 
courtroom, where Judge Graves sat 
when the court’ was in session, dur- 
ing virtually all of his 23 years in 
the Supreme Court. He was the 
oldest member of the present court 
in point of service. Several hun- 
dred floral wreaths were banked 
about the casket. 

State departments and offices 
were closed during the services anc 
the flags on the Capitol and other 
State buildings were at half staff. 

The services in the courtroom 
were brief. Thev were conducted 
by the Rev. Guthrie S. B. Birk- 
head, pastor of the First Christian 
Church of Jefferson City, and brief 
talks were made by EF. J. White of 
St. Louis, vice president and gen- 
eral solicitor of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad Co., and Hugh Ste- 
phens of Jefferson City, former 
member of the State Highway Com- 
mission. Judge Graves and Whit 
were associated in the practice of 
law in Butler, nearly 30 years ago. 

The body will lie in state in che 
courtroom until 9 o’clock tonight, 
when it will be taken t@ Sutler, 
Judge Graves’ former home. in a 
private car attached to a Missouri 
Pacific train. 

A second funeral service will be 
held in Butler at 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon, in the courtroom of the 
Bates County Circuit Court, where 
Judge Graves sat as Circuit Judge 
kefore he became a member of 
the Supreme Court in 1906.

LACLEDE PAID

$200,000 TO 


This “Supervision and Managerial Assistance” 


Item Added to Charge on Consumers, 
Service Board Learns at Hearing.

By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 19.— 
The extent to which additional bur- 
dens are placed upon public utility 
consumers through the superim- 
posing of holding companies upon 
operating companies was well illus- 
trated in evidence developed today 
in a hearing before the public com- 
mission upon the application of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis 
for an 18 per cent increase in gas 
rates. 

Cross-examination of el ae 
White, comptrolier of the com- 
pany, by City Counselor Muench 
of St. Louis, developed that the 
bill of the Laclede Gas and Elec- 
tric Co., the holding company con- 
trolling the gas company, for “su- 
pervision, managerial assistance 
and other supervision” in 1927 was 
approximately $200,000. 

This amount was more than dou- 
ble the $98,000 charged by the 
holding company for supervision in 
1526, the extent and value of which 
definitely 
established in the hearings. 

Excessive Charges Alleged. 

Accountants of the commission 
threw out the $98,000 charge for 
1926 in a recent audit as an im- 
proper charge in. operating ex- 
penses, but the commission has not 
passed upon the action of the ac- 
countants. Inclusion of these 
charges for service of the holding 
company means an additional op- 
erating expense charge, and an 
equivalent deduction from the 
amofint available for return on the 
property. 

The company in seekigg higher 
rates, complains its present rate of 
returngis inadequate. The city in 
opposing the rate increase is con- 
tending that the operating charges 
of the company have been in- 
creased excessively through sreater 
charges for salaries, cost of at- 
tracting new business, payments to 


the holding company and similar’ 


items. 

Muench declared the cost of 
manufacturing and distributing gas 
which is the business of the com- 
pany have not increased material- 
ly over former years. 

Muench spent considerable time 
in cross-examination of company 
witnesses in an effort to establish 
just what managerial assistance 
and supervisory service were ren- 
dered to the operating company by 
the holding company, the Laclede 
Gas & Electric Co., but the serv- 
ices for which the holding com- 
pany was paid $200,000 in 1927 
never were definitely explained. 

Cross-examination of White de- 
veloped that through the aid of 
the holding company the Laclede 
company issued $1,500,000 in se- 
curities bearing 5% per cent in- 
terest. However, Muench devel- 
oped that in 1922 before the hold- 
ing company began providing “as- 
sistance” the Laclede Gas Light 
Eo. refunded $16,969,000 in bends 


rhead of the company. 


bearing 7 per cent interest and 
floated a $17,000,000 issues at 5% 
per cent through its own efforts, 
without the aid of a holding com- 
pany. 

The cross-examination also de- 
veloped that no material changes 
had been made in the methods of 
operating the gas property, or 
carrying on the manufacture and 
distribution of gas, since the 
change in ownership and the crea- 
tion of the holding company. 

H. C. Wesnert, chief engineer for 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., after 
extended questioning as to what 
engineering services had been ren- 
dered by the holding company, tes- 
tified that he did not recall any 
actual engineering assistance hav- 
ing been extended by the holding 
company. toward operation of the 
gas property. 

The hearing was adjourned this 
noon until 4 oa’clock, to permit at-

Recalls Munroe Deal. 

In cross examination of witnesses 
today Muench sought to gain ad- 
missions that the company had be- 
come a speculative property and 
had been exploited for‘stock profit 
purposes in the last few years. 

He reealled that Charles A. 
Munroe of Chicago,. former chair- 
man of the Board of Directors, 
and his associates made a profit 
estimated at $7,000,000 in sale of 
the property to the Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation, the present 
owner, after obtaining a valuation 
of $52,260,000 for the property 
from the Public Service Commis- 
sion in November, 1926. 

‘Munroe formed the holding com. 
pany, the Laclede Gas & Electric 
Co., which is still in existence and 
which has become a factor in the 
increase in operating expenses to 
be paid by the consumers. 

The $98,000 charge for holding 
company supervision was made in 
1926 while Munroe was at the 
He sold 
out this holding in May, 1927, and 
the $200,000 charge for holding 
company assistance in 1927 was 
under the ownership of the Utility 
Fower & Light Corporation. 

Muench asked if Munroe had not 
devoted most of his time, after 
acquiring control of the Laclede 
Co., to preparing the valuation 
case for-submission to the com- 
mission, in which a valuation of 
$74,000,000 was sought on the re- 
production new theory.

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TURKS MUST WEAR 
SHOES IN MOSQUES

Kemal’s Government Alters

Turks hereafter must wear shoes 
in their mosques and sit In pews.

Altars as well as pews will be 
installed in the mosques which 
now are unfurnished except with 
rugs.

This change is considered to be 
the boldest westernizing stroke of 
Mustapha Kemal’s Government 
since the fez was abolished as a 
head covering.

SENATOR HALE BEATS

Renominated for Third Time in

United States Senator Frederick 
Hale was renominated for a third 
term in the Republican primary 
easily defeating Gov. 

Ira G. Hersey 
(Rep.), Houlston, who is serving 
his sixth term as Representative 
from the Fourth District, was de- 
feated by Donald W. Snow, a 
Bangor attorney. 

Hale is chairman of the Senate

Nelson, all Republicans, were re- 
nominated without opposition. 


There were no contests for the 
major Democratic nominations.

Brewster attacked Hale for his 
votes in the Senate to seat Vare 
and Smith and. announced himself 
as campaigning against the party 
machine, against corruption, 
against the water power interests 
and for the development and safe- 
guarding of Maine’s resources.

HE high spot in the 10 years of 

Municipal Opera in Forest Park 

came last night with the pre- 
senting of Rudolph Friml’s splen- 
did musical remance, “The Vaga- 
bond King.” No other light opera 
so lends itself to the resources or 
the vast stage and large chorus and 
every advantage possessed by the 
company and scene builders was 
utilized to the limit. The result 
was a magnificent production, the 
best the Municipal company has 
ever made during its very success- 
ful decade of summer offerings. 

For the most part the principals 
were in harmony with the roles 
assigned to them. Sam Ash, the 
tenor, who was, of course, the 
Francois Villon; was a rotund and 
«obust looking vagabond and the 
velvet costume he wore in the 
opening act hardly fitted the popu- 
lar idea of the sort of clothes which 
a gutter thief would possess. He 
did not look, either, as though he 
had slept in*the streets and in a 
filthy jail aS his lines indicated, but 
tenors are like that and his sing- 
ing, especially of the Only A Rose 
duet with Miss Leonora. Allen, 
more than made up for his failure 
to look the part. He lead the 


_chorus finely in the singing of The 


Song of the Vagabonds, but was 
not quite able to put the fire, and 
punch, into the acting which made 
this number the tremendous hit of 
the earlier indoor productions. Per- 
haps it is the fact that, out of 
doors, it is not possible to get the 
great volume which made the song 
all powerful in the theaters. Even 
the fine chorus, shouting it at the 
top of their voices, failed to evoke 
the enthusiasm in the audience 
which far smaller and less tuneful 
aggregations always have done at 
the Shubert Theater. 


With this number somewhat in 
the shadow the way was opened 
for the comedians to capture the 
Show and Lee Daly and Florenz 
Ames, ably assisted in a trio num- 
ber by Alice MacKenzie, complete- 
ly ran away with the production 
last night.

ROADWAY’S change from ‘a 
B pleasant pastel to a= garish 

lithograph is almost complete. 
Only a few old-time aspects of the 
famous thoroughfare remain. It 
has doubtless more snap and that 
quality called ‘color’ than ever be- 
fore, but the Broadway of other 
days is no more. 

What has been called the Bow- 
eryization of Broadway began 
when trade began its northward 
march on Fifth avenue.

The facades of big buildings and 
hotels were sliced up for cubicle 
shops of florists, haberdasheries 
and such. Walk-up tailors, dancing 
academies and beauty parlors took 
almost complete possession of the 
first and second floors. Dignity 
crystalized into commercial caco- 
phony. 

The ballyhoos of auctioneers for 
fake jewelry sales are in every 
block. Husky voiced barkers for 
yap wagons harangue the multi- 
tudes at prominent corners. Even 
pitch men may be found on the 
curbs hawking fanciful gew-gaws. 
The Broadway sport is a compla- 
cent mixture of lower East Side 
and Times Square. 

The flaccid material ease of 
Broadway has seeped into. side 
streets running off either hip. Here 
are the theaters, the chop houses 
frequented by theatrical folk, the 
casting agencies, tap dancing and 
acrobatic schools and sundry insti- 
tutions that gave Broadway its 
Savor. : 

The opulence of Broadway is 
now maintained largely by the or- 
nate cinema temples. Nearly all 
the, famous Broadway legitimate 
theaters have become movieized. 
The Winter Garden alone maintains 
the girl and leg show tradition. The 
old order changeth.

Gold digging was in its in- 
fancy, and the winking, over- 
dressed ladies were genérally just 
“percentage girls,” satisfied if you 
permitted them to pilot you into 
concert halls to buy. a drink,

PROBLEM STUDIED 


Convention Discusses Economic 
and Social Complications of 
: Afflicted 3,000,000. 


Economic and social complica- 
tions occasioned by the presence of 
about 3,000,000 deaf persons in the 
United States are being reviewed 
and remedies discussed during the 
ninth annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Organizations 
for the Hard of Hearing at Hotel 
Chase this week. 

The difficulties of finding em- 
ployment for deaf adults were re- 
counted today by Miss Estelle 
Samuelson, supervisor of education- 
al and employment for the New 
York League and yesterday the 
problem was presented as it af- 
fects the school child. 

In St. Louis, the 250 delegates 
to the convention were told, a re- 
cent survey of 31 representative 
schools with 15.699 pupils dis- 
closed that 768 were deaf in some 
degree. Dr. J. H. Humphrey, D!- 
rector of Hygiene for St. Louis 
Public Schools, said that of the 
deaf pupils, 60 per cent had, at the 
time of the survey, repeated one or 
more quarter term in school. In 
all 1862 terms had been repeated 
at a total additional cost of $41,- 
600. 

Fort Worth Figures Higher.
